He advocated two steps in 
drawing up peace terms: 

(1) a discussion by the three 
big Powers on the questions of 
major principles and _ policies, 
which would rule out any fur- 
ther breakdown in negotiations, 
such as that which ended the 
foreign ministers council talks; 

(2) a mecting of all states 
which contributed militarily to 
the defeat of the Axis, for 
drafting the final peace terms 

From — conversations — with 
various diplomatic representa- 
lives in the British capital, it 
was evident that Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Yugoslavia and 
other active belligerent Powers 
would welcome a full dress 
peace conference. 

France has insisted that she 
have a share with the major 
powers in drafting detalls of 
the European peace although 
Rusaia has insisted on barring 
France from settling the Bal- 
kan problems. 

The attitude of Britain's: 
Labour government is expected 
to be made clear when Foreign 
Minister Bevin appears before 
Parliament next week. 

The British cabinet met for 
two and a half hours yesterday 
while he gave a detailed ac- 
count of the circumstances 
leading to the breakdown of 
the Foreign Ministers’ Confer- 
ence.—Associated Press.

WORLD TRAD 


So Httlo that ia really in- 
formative has emerged from 
the Anglo-American financial 
afacussions in Washington that 
it is difficult to realise how 
much hinges upon their success. 
ful issue, Upon it depends the 
sort of world trading system 
that will now be substituted for 
Jend-lease. The alternatives 
arc plainly posod. Bither Bri- 
tain and the United States will 
come ty an arrangement from 
which there cain’ be developed 
an alleembracing system for 
exchanges) of commodities be- 
tween nations, with the ideal in 
view of meeting world supply 
and demand along smoothly re- 
ulated channels designed — to 
qdiminate artificial ~~ barriers. 
Or, Britain will be compelled to 
withdraw into her shell, and 
largely isolate the sterling bloc 
afrom the dollar bloc, ty imperil 
every hope for a free and ex- 
panding flow of supplies to 
areas where they are most 
needed. The difficulties are 
tremendous. Imperial Prefer- 
ence ia inevitably challenged, 
and it is met by the not oun- 
natural claim that concessions 
on the once side must receive 
compensation in the form of a 
reduction in American. tariffs. 
The solution depends, of course, 
jess upon the presentation of 
hard facts and figures to prove 
this ar that, than upon the ap- 
proach to the problem. ff the 
answers are conceived in the 
same spirit: which gave rise to 
ieaso- lend, neither America nor 
Britain will have complaint to 
make, The exact figures in- 
volved in fease-lend and mutual 
aid payments to Britain and her 
allies in Britain are for the 
most part unknown, But jt is 
known that Britain in the 
“single-minded — prosecution of 
the war” has dispossessed her- 
self of foreiqn assets to the 
lune of two thousand million 
pounds, and Mr. Hugh Dalton 
nas disclosed that, in addition, 
we have undischarged debts to 
the Dominions and other coun- 
tries of a further three and u 
wuf thousand million pounds. 
However successful the present 
efforts to boom the British ex- 
wort trade, it is fairly certain 
that there will be a further 
heavy deficit in international 
payments during the transition 
trum wartime to peacelime 
production. The — situation, 
therefore, demands that at 
washington a start should ‘be 
made towards that concert of 
lied nations ‘for peacetime 
mutual assistance which was 
envisaged by the late President 
Rousevelt. The international 
future depends upon Lord 
Keynes and the representatives 
uf the American Treasury. 
Without an Anglo-American 
agreement, there can be no 
satisfactory working sgrec- 
menta anywhere possible. And 
unless the whole point and 
purpose is to create the condi- 
ions precedent to an expand- 
ing world economy, then all 
nations, including the United 
States, are headed for disaster.

Education {n Ceylon has been 

technically free and compulsory 
up to the age of 14 for ao long 
time, but owing to the shortage 
of schools it was felt that mass 
illiteracy could never be eradi- 
cated unless the State assumed 
responsibility for education. 

There are over 450 schools 
with about 820,000 pupils in 
Ceylon but when the scheme is 
completed the age for conclud- 
ing compulsory education may 
be raised to 16 years. 

Ceylon will spend 37,000,000 
rupees or about 15 per cent. of 
the total revenue on education 
thie year and this may be dou- 
bled in the next few years un-
